The general defign of the firſt year upon 
this farm is, to bring it into order for 
the intended huſbandry: 7 acres of cab / 
bages are planted for-a winter proviſion, 
(with ſtraw) for twenty cows; and thoſe 
cho are acquainted with the cabbage cul- 
ture will agree, that this is a very ſimple 
allowance. Having thus provided for the 
winter, I ſuppoſe the twenty cows bought 
in October or November, as then they can 
be procured to'the beft advantage; in thoſe 
months they are cheaper than in any other.
